The heavy workload recorded in D/GG and D/GC Is oJ long standing 
ar>d becoming heavier* The problem hat* been staved ofi ; a the past by 
the use of overtime aid of "cutback* sn the operations of both divisions/ 
further elimination of activities end streamlining of operations is no 
longer feasible- The capability, in v.erus of manhour*, for leyeXoping. 
and maintaining substantive areal competence has been seriously curtailed 
as a result of the increasing proportion of high-prica-i ty requests placed 
upon fc iese di vi Bions » ‘ he result has been a marked decline Ln the ability 

to give treatment in depth to the intelligence problems which require 
attention. The use of considerable quantities of overtime has again 
become necessary and this step only permits D/GG end D/GC to keep abreast 
of their immediate .high- -priority assignments, as the volume of high- 
priority requests continues to increase « Standing programs of great 
importance to intelligence work and fee etaewaity are necessarily 
neglected and the effect will be a continuing and increasing decline 
to meet our cojaccLtments in the scope and depth which is expected of us* 

Si? It is concluded that , all remedial step© having been ta^ee, tbe solution 
lies in either a reduetJ on In the requirements placed upon these divisions 
or in a significant increase in the number of manhours allotted tc theta.
